ROBERT L. CURBEAM, JR. 


Astronaut Robert L. 
Curbeam, Jr., 29, was a 
member of a crew of five 
aboard the shuttle flight 
Atlantis. 


During their one week at 
space station Alpha, the as- 
tronauts delivered and 
hooked up NASA’s most ex- 
pensive piece of the space 
station, the Destiny laboratory. Curbeam participated 
in three spacewalks along with fellow crewmember 
Tom Jones. 


His assignment included installing equipment on 
the exterior of Destiny and help attach a shuttle dock- 
ing port to the end of the lab. 


Destiny is the fourth module to be added to space 
station Alpha since the first segment was launched 
in November 1998. 


The spacewalkers attached an aluminum shutter 
to a porthole on the science laboratory Destiny, which 
had been joined to the station earlier. 


The porthole, the finest optical-quality window ever 
built into a spacecraft, needed the aluminum shutter 
for protection against micrometeorites. Until the shut- 
ter was installed, the view through the window had 
been blocked by insulating material. 


Educated at Woodlawn High School, Baltimore, 
MD, he also holds a Bachelor of science degree in aero- 
space engineering from the United States Naval Acad- 
emy, Curbeam holds a Master of science degree in 
aeronautical engineering from the Naval Postgradu- 
ate School. Degree of aeronautical & astronautical 
engineering from the Naval Postgraduate School. 


Selected by NASA in December 1994, Curbeam 
reported to the Johnson Space Center in March 1995. 
He completed a year of training and evaluation and 
was assigned to the Computer Support Branch of the 
Astronaut Office. In 1997 he flew as a mission spe- 
cialist on STS-85. In completing his first fligħt 
Curbeam logged 284 hours and 27 minutes in space. 
More recently, he served as a spacecraft communica- 
tor responsible for relaying all voice communication 
between Mission Control and crews aboard the Space 
Shuttle.

“Hes never had to lead,” Rodriguez told the maga- 
zine. “He can just go and play and have fun. He hits 
second — that’s totally different than third or fourth in 
a lineup. You go to New York, you wanna stop Bernie 
(Williams) and (Paul) O’Neill. You never say, ‘Don’t let 

' Derek beat us.’ He’s never your concern.” 

Jeter learned of the comments and he told report- 
ers he wouldn’t comment on the situation until he 
spoke with Rodriguez. 

‘TIl ask him tonight, and Pl talk to you tomor- 
row,” Jeter said. “The only thing you can ask him is 
what his intentions were, and if they were bad or not.” 

Reporters checked with Rodriguez and he said he 
looked forward to telling Jeter he meant nothing nega- 
tive. He insisted his comments were taken out of con- 
text from a 90-minute interview last December. 

“It?s my mistake because I said it. Ps not the 
journalist’s fault,” he said. “It’s been my fault for just 
talking the game and being too general. I guess you 
have to very specific. 

“How can I every dog Derek Jeter? It’s impos- 
sible,” Rodriguez said. “There’s noting to knock. He’s 
a great defensive player. He’s a great offensive 
player. He’s one of the top three players in the game, 
for the greatest team of my era.”
